` Denials of Wholesale Outrages 
by Colonial Troops.

Corroboration from a German source 
ef official denials by the French Gov- 
ériment of the repeated charges voiced 
in the German press and elsewhere of 
wholesale abuses of women and children. 
committed by the French colared troops 
garrisoned in the occupied -territory 
along the Rhine is found in an article 
written by Lilli Jannasch in Die Frau 
in Staat, and quoted from in the Nò- 
vember issue of Die Friedens-Warte of 
Leipsic. ` 

In beginning her article, which is en- 
titled. “ Black Disgrace—White ‘Dis- 
grace,” the writer points out that she is 
not defending the usee of black soldiers 
in Europe, but she insists that the 
French are not keeping them there just 
for fun, but because of fear of the plans 
for revenge being openly discussed by 
the unregenerate Pan Germans and 
Junkers. After declaring that only 
through casting out its Chauvinists and 
showing itself repentant and desirous of 
becoming a worthy member of a league 
of peaceful nations can Germany hope 
for a reduction in the occupying forces, 
she says: , 

"And bow about the black disgrace? 
I lived á year in the occupied territory 
in a little place garrisoned for months 
by several hundred black soldiers. The 
chief official of the district (Landrat) 
gesured me that during the entiré time 
there had been no attacks upon women 
or children. In fact, the blacks had be- 
come: quite popular. And I heard the 
game opinion from the people. In many 
cases the blacks sharcd their meals with 
the children of the neighborhood. 

“From Ludwigshafen a lady said to 
me last Summer when I questioned her: 
‘When we notice how scandalously our 
white women and girls make friends 
with the blacks, how they, flirt and ac- f 
cept gifts of chocolate, &c., we are not 
surprised if a misfortune occurs.’ In 
fact, we know from our own observa- 
tion that many white women find some- 
thing alluring in entering into close 
relations with blacks; this we have fre- 
quently been able to verify when mem- 
bers of negro tribes were placed on ex- 
hibition in Germany. At the time of 
the Industrial Exhibition in Berlin, for 
exa. ẹ, it repeatedly happened that 
negrogs on cxhibition there disappeared 
for se¥eral days, and it was town talk 
that WOmen of ‘ good society ' had been 
ente ming the negroes. Similar things 
have happened in cities in all parts of 
Germany, especially in Hamburg. Is 
mot this ‘white disgrace’ on the side 
ef German women much worse than the 
* black disgrace’? 

“That the attacks by. the blacks are 
mot committed by the wholesale, but are 
acattered capri is shown in all the re- 

received from persons who do not 
gee through Pan-German spectacles. I 
ave been assured of this by reliable 
dividuals from the Palatinate, who are 
conetantly traveling through: there on 
business, and by several persons from 
Wiesbaden. Most of these attacks are 
like the lying report that the Gocthe 
House in Frankfort was filled with 
black troops during. the occupation.” 

In connection with a report from 
Washington that Representative Brit- 
ten of Illinois was about to introduce 
@ resolution of protest against the fur- 
ther occupation of the Rhine territory 
by black troops, the French Foreign 
Office announced on Jan. 4 that the 
black soldiers had been withdrawn 
from the Rhine several months ago and 
sent to Syria and Africa, leaving only 
some Moroccan troops there. Attention 
was also drawn to an investigation by 
the French War Department which had 


resulted in clearing the blacks from the 
German charges. 


A month after the elections to the 
Baxon Diet on Nov. 14, which resulted 
in heavy losses by the Social Democrats | 
and the Independent Socialists and gains | 
for the Communists and the bourgeois 
parties, a working agreement was ef- 
fected between the Socialists and the 
Communists whereby Premier Buck,. a 
Social Democrat, was enabled to retain 
his post and to make up the following 
Cabinet: Minister of the Interior, Lipin- 
ski (Independent Socialist); Minister of 
Cults, Fleissner (Independent Socialist) ;

On Dec. 20 a group 
of reactionary deputies introduced an 
interpellation into the Prussian Landtag 
directing attention to a statement made 
last July by Minister of Education 
Haenisch in which he referred to the 
students as murderers, and asking if 
the Prussian Government now intended 
to do anything to make Herr Haenisch

GREEKS LIKE AMERICANS. 


Encourage Capital apd Tourists 
From This Country. 


The popularity of all things. Ameril- 
can and the héarty hospitality. to’ be 
sown to American tourists in Greece has 
been emphasized since the recent ar- 
rival in Athens of the former Mrs. W. B. 
Leeds of New York, now the Princess 
Anastasia of Greece. | 

A Greek merchant in New York, head 
of a large business, explained this popu- 
larity by saying that his people are 
anxious to break loose from the con- 
tro] of European interests. ‘‘ It is quite 
probabile,” he added, ‘‘ that Greece. will 
endeavor to raise a Joan in this country 
and would much prefer to have Ameril- 
can capital in control of her national 
resources.” 

In addition to, such efforts to interest 
American money in its natural re- 
sources, there is evidence da strong de- 
sire to attract the American tourist to 
the ancient and classic beauties of 
Greece. 

The Cunard Mner Caronia has re- 
cently been ĉhartered by the principal 
travel companies for a Mediterranean 
cruise, and when she langs her 400 pas- 
sengers -at Piraeus, whence they will 
o by special train to Athens, they will 
find that city decorated with American 
flags to welcome them, and the prin- 
cipal hotels, the Place de la Constitu- 
tion, where the public buildings are, will 
be a mass of bunting in‘ honor of the 
first lot of American tourists to visit 
Athens since March, 1014. 

Elaborate arrangements have been 
made for sightseeing in the two days’ 
stay in Athens of the Caronia’s pas- 
sengers, including visits to the ruins of 
the Akropolis, the Parthepon, the 
Theseum, Mars Hill and a tri pto Mara- 


thon.

PROTEST SEEMS UNHEEDED 


Madrid Authorities Show Wo Signs 
of Stopping Campaign Against 
Agitators. 


Ih a cable dispatch sent from. Madrid 
on Dec. 11 an- account was given of the 
general expression of indignation. by 
the Spanish press at a letter addressed 
tothe Spanish Government by, -the 
Bureau of the International Federation 
of Trade Unions urging that the Gov- 
ernmént be more lefiient in its treat- 
ment of labor agitators. The Spanish 
papers. insisted that the officers of the 
International Federation, which, is the 
moderate world-wide organization of 
tradé unions frequently branded as 
“yellow” by the Moscow Trade Union 
International, had been deceived by the 
Spanish delegates to the November con- 
vention of the International in London, 
and that, anyway, the matter was a 
purely domestic orie not calling for out- 
side interference. 


The text’ of the letter sent from the 
Amsterdam headquarters of the Inter- 
national: Federation to the President of 
the Spanish Council of Ministers is‘ given 


‘ag follows in Het Volk, the Dutch Social- 


ist organ: 

“ The International Trade Union Con- 
gress, held in London, having taken note 
of the condition under which the Spanish 
trade union movement exists, asked the 
International Bureau to address a pro- 
test, through us, to the Spanish Govern- 
ment against the continued violation of 
the liberties and rights of the trade 
union movement. 

“The International, Federation of 
Trade Unions considered it of importance 
to remind the Spanish Government that 
it has approved the XIIIth Part of the 
Treaty of Versailles, which solemnly as- 
sured the recognition of the trade

unions; that this Government, was rep+ 
resented at the International Labor Con- 


ference in Washington and that its del- 
egate, Count De Tiza, signified hia assent 
to’ the international agreements whìch 
recognize the rights of labor laid. down 
in the Treaty of Versaillesin the agree- 
ment. concerning the League of Nations; 
that the Spanish ‘Government is. repre- 
sented in the Administrative Councll of 
the International Labor’. Bureau by 


Count De Eza, and that the principal 


functicn of. said pureau:i# to see to it 
that the freedom of labor is respected 
and the international treaties’ are ob- 
served. 

“ For these reasons the Bureau of the 
International Federation of Trade 
Unions asks you to obtain the interven- 
tion of your Government so as to put an 
end to the persecutions to which the or- 
ganized workers of Spain are exposed 
and to respect the right of organization 
and action of the workers. 

“ The Bureau of the International Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions dares to hope 
that this example of disdain for estab- 
lished principles and the pledged word 
shall no longer exist in Spain, and that 
generosity and humanity shall remain 
the basic principles of intercourse among 
merti. 

“ The Bureau of the Internationa] Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions awaits an an- 
swer from you that will contain the as- 
surance that the rights of the- Spanish 
trade union movement are to be restored 
and that our comrades and militants are 
no longer to be persecuted. 

“ In this expectation, M. the Minister, 
we ask you to accept the expression of 
cur esteem.

There has been no indication in late 
reports from Spain that the Spanish 
Government has been induced to aban- 
don its campaign against the extreme

The first meeting of the League of 
Nations in Geneva is welcomed as a_long 
step on the road toward the establish- 
ment of universal peace and the com- 


‘munity of nations in a statement issued 


by the Austrian Peace Society found in 
the Vienna papers of Dec. 12. The so- 
ciety, which was founded by Bertha von 
Suttner twenty-nine Toena ago, does not 
find the work of the League perfect, 
but it voices the hope that the future 
will see great results from this initial 
step and urges all peace-loving organ- 
izations to work for the perfecting of 
the League, 


Detailed reports of the December con- 


ventton of the Swiss Socialist Party, | 


which resulted in a split because 350 of 
the 563 delegates voted against accept- 


ing the famous twenty-one points of the 
Moscow Communist International, show 
that, while the majority of the delegates 
were not inclined to swallow whole the 
dicta of the Moscow dogmatists, they 
were not backward in declaring for the 
* dictatorship of the proletariat” in 
certain circumstances and for the Soviet 
form of government. Consequently the 
Berner Tagwacht of Dec. 16 insists that 
the bolters, who are out to organize a 
big Communist Party in Switzerland, 
had no legitimate reaso 
convention’ and merely did so because 
they wanted to have an organization 
which they could dominate. 


German papers report the organization 
of a Communist Party in Belgium, com- 
posed of some members of the Extreme 

seft of the Socialist Party, at a conven- 

tion held in Brussels attended by sixty 
delegates. All was not harmony, how- 
ever, at the convention, as the majority 
faction, mostly Walloons, was opposed 
to any kind of parliamentary action, 
even the negative kind laid down in the 
program of the Communist International, 
and decided to send a statement to 
Moscow explaining the political situa- 
tion in Belgium and asking the advice 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Third International. 


The strife in the ranks of the Czech 


Social Democratic Party, following the 
riots and near-revolution accompanyin 
the ejection from the party’s centra 
office in Prague of the Left Wing 
faction, has gone so far that, according 
to a Prague dispatch of Dec. 16 to the 
German press, the Social Democratic 
group in Parliament, which numbered 
seventy-four before the ‘split, has been 
reduced to forty. The former Social 
Democratic Deputies are divided into 
Communist and trade union groups. At 
a conference of representatives of the 
German, Hungarian, Slovak and Czech 
labor organizations of Slovakia it was
